Cars for tho Dead. 


The Brill car works at Thirty-first and 


Chestnut streets, Philadelphia, have just 
finished three street cars designed to 
transport the dead in Buenos Ayres. Tho 
cars aro unique in construction and are 
the first of the kind made in this coun- 
try. They are first, second and third 
class, the first being designed to carry 
the body of a wealthy individual, tho 
last the corpse of a pauper. The first 
class cat is very handsome. The body is 
a rich black, toned with purple, with pas- 
sion flowers painted on the sides. 
Tho 


windows aro of French plate glass. Th6 
seats, folding up against the sides, are 
upholstered in black blush, and the win- 
dow curtains aro black cloth trimmed 
with gold bullion. 


In the forward end of tho car is an 


altar, with silver cross and candelabra, 
while on either side the altar are 
cathedral purple stained glass windows. 
The interior of the car is finished in 
white and gold. 
The metal work is 


nickel plated and handsome in design. 
On the top nine large sable plumes are 
placed, The other cars are much simpler 
and plainer in design, and the third class 
car has merely a row of shelves for the 
coffins. Theso oars aro intended to run 
on the street car tracks in Buenos Ayres, 
and will be switched off on a side track 
nearest the house of the dead person. 
The body is carried on a bier to the car, 
placed inside, tho mourners seat them- 
selves, around, horses aro attached, and 
the car proceeds on its way to the ceme- 
tery.- -Philadelphia Tunes.

the last accounts Ii6 had not wrongbt 
many mighty works there, because of the 
unbelief of the people. It ia an up hill 
business to win over Republicans who ar» 
such from honest convictions. 


Tho average railway magnate is ready to

Senator Stew- 
ait, of Nevada, who is the Chairman of 
the Senatorial Committee, some time since 
advised the State Board of Trade to adopt 
the coarse which they are now pursuing, 
the object being to obtain the passage of 
inch laws and the appropriation of snob 
moneys as wilt allow the alleged deserts of 
this State to be reclaimed and placed 
under cultivation. 


The session of the committee laited all 


morning and was resumed at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. No business was transacted, 
however, save the reading of reports by 
persons especially employed to look into 
the subject of desert lands. The majority 
of these reports were in relation to lands in 
the southern portion of the State, and 
while too long for publication in this even- 
ing's Balletin, cannot fail to be of con- 
siderable importance to the Senatorial 
Committee and tend to materially reduce 
thtir labors.
